BUSINESS  DATA  PROCESSING 

Because  such  large  numbers  of  offices  are  using  office  equipment  and 
data  processing  equipment,  the  Business  Data  Processing  Program  of- 
fers a  student  excellent  career  opportunities.  In  this  program  both 
male  and  female  students  are  trained  in  the  use  of  typewriters,  elec- 
tronic calculators,  accounting  machines,  duplicating  equipment. 
They  are  also  taught  accounting,  bookkeeping,  programming  sys- 
tems, as  well  as  the  operation  of  mechanical  and  electronic  ma- 
chines, such  as  card  sorters,  key  punchers,  and  computers.  All  of  the 
equipment  is  modern  and  similar  to  the  types  found  in  business .

ELECTRICITY 

Here  students  receive  training  in  the  fundamentals  of  modern  electri- 
cal theory  and  practice.  Training  is  available  in  residential,  com- 
mercial and  industrial  wiring ,  all  phases  of  motors  and  generators , 
including  electronic  control  devices,  various  testing  and  measuring 
instruments  currently  used  in  industry. 

The  electrical  shop  gives  experience  in  electrical  maintenance, 
electrical  installations  and  repair.  In  addition  to  practical  exper- 
ience received  in  the  shop  area ,  qualified  students  will  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  work  in  all  production  shops  in  the  school  and  in  the 
field.

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MACHINE  TECHNOLOGY 

The  Machine  Technology  Program  offers  training  in  the  use  of  basic 
hand  tools  and  the  operation  of  precision  machines,  such  as  lathes, 
drill  presses,  grinders,  and  milling  machines,  including  modern 
computer  tape  controlled  machines .  Students  also  make  their  own 
tools  for  their  future  use . 

When  the  student  graduates  from  the  Machine  Technology  Program , 
he  will  be  able  to  enter  occupations  such  as  maintenance  machinist, 
tool  and  die  maker,  machine  inspector,  or  model  maker.

DRAFTING 

The  student  will  receive  training  in  the  use  of  drafting  tools  and  ma- 
chines ,  lettering ,  tracing ,  isometric ,  oblique  and  detailed  drawings . 
Advance  work  consists  of  layout  of  machines  parts,  unit  and  sub -as- 
semblies, tool  design  in  jig,  fixtures,  molds  and  dies.  Other  areas  of 
achievement  consist  of  piping ,  structural ,  electrical ,  electronic , 
and  architectural  drafting . 

A  student  may  elect  to  specialize  as  a  Junior  or  Senior  in  the  follow- 
ing areas;  tool  G  machine  design,  architectural,  electrical -elec- 
tronic ,  or  piping  and  structural  drafting . 

Upon  graduation  the  student  attains  the  rank  of  Junior  Draftsman  with 
a  certificate  from  the  American  Institute  for  Design  and  Drafting . 
Some  occupations  the  student  can  enter  are  as  follows:  Draftsman, 
Layout  Draftsman,  Electrical-Electronic  Draftsman,  Architectural, 
Structural  Draftsman,  or  Estimator.

METAL  FABRICATION 

The  Metal  Fabrication  program  offers  training  in  layout,  form  and 
assembly  of  sheet  metal  parts,  structural  fabrications  and  assemblies. 
Students  will  be  taught  how  to  set  up  and  operate  metal  fabrication 
machinery,  such  as  brakes,  sheares,  presses,  punches,  and  forming 
machines .  The  course  will  also  provide  skill  in  all  phases  of  electric , 
oxyacetylene ,  mig  welding  and  heliarc  welding  using  modern  indus- 
trial equipment  under  industrial  conditons. 

When  the  student  graduates  from  the  Metal  Fabrication  Program ,  he 
will  be  able  to  enter  occupations  such  as  Sheet  Metal,  Fabrication 
Layout,  and  various  types  of  welding  such  as:  Brazing,  Gas  Welding, 
Stick  Electrod  Welding,  Micro -wire  and  Tig -welding.

ELECTRONICS 

The  Electronics  Program  is  designed  to  provide  the  student  with  a  ba- 
sic knowledge  of  electronics  and  the  understanding  of  its  theory. 
Training  is  offered  in  the  operation  of  electronic  machinery  and 
equipment.  Students  are  taught  fundamental  skills  in  electronics, 
Ohm's  Law  series  and  parallel  circuit  functions,  practice  and  theory 
of  transistors . 

Some  occupations  after  graduation  are:  Laboratory  Technician, 
Electronic  Technician,  Radio  and  Television  Serviceman,  and  Elec- 
tronics equipment  sales . 


FOOD  SERVICES 

In  this  program  students  gain  skills  for  employment  in  the  food 
trades.  They  learn  to  prepare  meals  for  both  small  and  large  groups, 
serving  techniques ,  and  pastry  making . 

The  McCann  Tea  Room  is  open  to  the  public  two  days  each  week. 
This  gives  the  students  opportunities  to  practice  all  their  skills,  from 
cooking  to  taking  orders  and  waiting  on  tables . 


AUTOMOTIVE 

The  curriculum  offered  in  the  Automotive  Mechanics  Program  pro- 
vides the  student  with  a  working  knowledge  of  all  phases  of  auto  re- 
pair and  maintenance.  Training  includes  the  servicing  of  engines, 
transmissions,  clutches,  front  end,  brakes,  steering  and  fuel  systems, 
drive  and  differential  assemblies,  electrical  and  ignition  systems  us- 
ing the  latest  electronic  diagnostic  devices. 

Occupations  offered  after  graduation  are  Automotive  Mechanic , 
Automotive  Service  Manager,  Diagnostic  Technician,  or  automotive 
parts  Salesman.
